Statement of the Hon. Wm.D. Martin. 
I was present when a meeting of the 


South Carolina Delegation took place 
at the house of General Hayne, in 
Washington, soon after the passage of 
the Tariff of last session. The object of 
that meeting was to consult freely with 
one another, and to determine whether 
any thing else remained to be done by 
the Delegation in their representative 
capacity, in relation to that subject. 
The principal point discussed was, 
•whether any good would result from a 
protest against the act, drawn up and 
presented to tlie House by the Delega- 
tions from the Anti-Tariff States. 


As to a dissolution of the Union, the 


subject was neither proposed nor dis- 
cussed. Nor did any member propose 
that we should "abandon our seats in. 
Congress, return home, and thereby 
end all further political connexion with 
the Government." 
,.' 


So far from having "finally deter- 


mined, that although they would await 
the adjournment of congress, yet that, 
on their arrival at home, they would 
each visit their constituents generally, 
and among them make every effort to in- 
culcate such doctrines and principles as 
would induce the people of the State to 
agree to and advocate a separation of 
the States," the very reverse was the 
fact. 
Every indication of public feel- 


ing which had been received from 
South Carolina, induced the belief that 
our constituents were much excited, 
and we determined that, on our re- 
turn home, we would allay this excite- 
ment as far as possible, and recommend 
\o the people to leave to the.constituted 
authorities of the country, the task, 
as well as the. obligation, of restoring 
to them their rights, and to the consti- 
tution its original character.

Col. Drayton's Statement. 


I make this statement, in conse- 


quence of having been requested by 
General Hayne and Major Hamilton, 
to put in writing what was said or ac- 
quiesced in by them, and by myself, at 
two meetings of the Delegation of South 
Carolina, held at the lodgings of Gene- 
eral Hayne, in the City of Washington, 
shortly after the passage of the late 
TarffAct. 


At these meetings, the object of both 


of which was to consult as to the course 
•which ought to be pursued by the Del- 
egation of South Carolina, In conse- 
quence of the passage of the Tariff Law 
referred to. no propositions were di- 
rectly or indirectly submitted except- 
ing the following, which were acquies- 
ced in without ihe dissent of any one : 1 St. 
That when the Delegates went home, 
they should, by letter, communicate to 
each other the feelings and sentiments 
of the people within their Districts, up- 
on thv subject of the Tariff: that the 
De!cg'.ilcs sh'ril'l make no fiiicmpt to in- 
c?s:'ss L':e (xd'ewcnt, which It was anti- 
cipated the provisions of the law would 
occasion : and that they should endeav- 
or to present public meetings, and eve- 
ry expression of public opinion connec- 
ted v. Iih the Taa Iff, until after the result 
of the Presidential election should Joe, 
ascertained. It bcini^ declared, and ap- 
parently with the concurrence of all 
•who were present, that the election of 
Mr. Adams or of Hen. Jackson, was a 
matter of little Importance, compared . 
with the existence or abolition of the ! 
n-Mnotive system. 3d, That the Del-; 
r.i ,i^~> should assemble at Columbia. ] 
at the commencement of the session of 
the legislature, not to obtrude their ad- 
vice upon it, but to give any informa- 
tion respecting the Tariff, or any other 
Concres-Ional proceedings, which the 
rneipJ'Cis of thut Body might see fit to 
ask of them. 3dly, That, as whatev- 
er measures might be^ adopted would j 
have more T.eight, If they wrre sup-! 
ported by all the Stales opposed to the ; 
Tariff Law, than If South Carolina: 
stood alone, certain individuals of our j 
Desertion should inform the Repre- ] 
«-3iti.t:»e» of those States of our -views, 1 
and ii,\ue them to a conference whh j 
us. Maior Hamilton, after expressing » 


great indignation at the passage of the 
Tarifi'Law, said, that in his opinion, the 
proper step for him to take, and he had 
resolved to take it, Avas to go home, as 
he could no longer be of any service at 
Washington, to deliver his commission 
to the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, St not to return, to Congress 
unless he should be directed to do so 
by his constituents, who, he was sure, 
would approve of his conduct. 
I re- 


marked, that 1 did not agree with Maj. 
Hamilton : that a representative had 
no other power than to represent his 
constituents in the Federal Congress ; 
that he had no right to abandon his post; 
and that, if the People felt themselves 
aggrieved, it was for them to decide 
ut)on what the emergency required. — 
Gen. Hayne said, that he concurred 
with me, and made some observations 
enforcing his opinion, which I do not 
retain in my memory. 
There was a 


conversation at one of the meetings, 
as to the effects which would be 
produced by a dissolution of the U- 
nion. Upon this topic, I do not reccol- 
lect that Gen.,Hayne uttered a word. — 
Major Hamilton remarked, that should 
South Carolina be driven from the U- 
nion by the restrictive policy, it would 
not be in the power of the government 
to enforce it ; that the regular army was 
too small to create any apprehensions: 
that "bur sister States of Virginia and 
North Carolina would, never suffer the 
Eastern or Northern militia to march 
through their territories, for the pur- 
pose of reducing South Carolina to sub- 
jection ; and if they did, we should be 
able, successfully to defend ourselves. 


Some observations were then made 


upon Major Hamilton's remarks, by 
one of the delegation, but not by, Gen. 
Hayne. 
I stated that I regarded the 


Union to be of immense importance ; 
that, much as I deprecated the restric- 
tive system ; partial, oppressive, and 
unconstitutional as I conceived it to be, 
I should yet consider the dissolution of 
the Union as a more serious calamity ; 
and that when two evils were present- 
ed to us, as statesmen and as ^citizens, 
we ought to choose the least of them. 
Before the separation of the delegates, 
the individuals who had been deputed 
to communicate with the Representa- 
tives of the Anti-Tariff States, report- 
ed, that many of the Representatives 
had acquiesced in the propriety of pur 
course, but that many others thought 
it to be inexpedient, none of t hem there- 
fore had been invited to a conference 
with our delegation. We then adjour-. 
ne'd, finally, it having been pi~e\iously 
declared, that the agreement which had 
been entered into to assemble at Colum- 
bia, at the commencement of the next 
session of our Legislature, should not 
be binding upon us, but should be a 
subject for further consideration, to be 
decided upon after we returned to our 
homes. 
The foregoing, to the best of 


my memory, contains the substance of 
all that was said by Gen. Hayne, Major 
Hamilton, and myself, at these meet- 
ings, which were not conducted accor- 
ding to the forms of a deliberate body, 
it sometimes occurring, that whilst one 
was speaking, others were carrying on 
conversation together. I arn positive 
that nothing more was either proposed, 
or agreed to be done bv our delegation 
at these meetings, than what I have 
mentioned. 
1 do not introduce the re- 


marks of any of the other delegates, not 
because I suppose that tho.se -who made 
them, would be averse to my doing so, 
but because 1 should regard it as a 
breach of propriety and implicit confi- 
dence, to publish what fell from them, 
without their autiiorily.

South Carolina Delegation, at 
his house IT, the city of "^ ashington, In 
the month of May last, on or about t'ce 
passage of the -Tariff — the following 
briof summary comprises all the mate- 
rial facts applicable to the subject : — 


lit. It is utterly unlr'je, as insinua- 


ted by the writer under the signature 
of "Union,3' that a meeting at thai time, 
before, or since, c^er took place on the 
part of the South Carolina Delegation. 
for ihe purpose of promoting, or in any 
way considering the subject of a sepa- 
ration of the Slates. 


The exclusive object of the meeting 


was, to ascertain how far the co-opera- 
tion of the other Southern Delegations 
might be obtained, In placing on the 
journals of both Houses an argumen- 
th e exposition, in the form of a protest, 
against the Tariff; copies of which we 


proposed to send to the Executives of 
the Anti-Tariff States. 


2clly. 
When we did meet, a very 


free but desultory conversation took 
place between the members, both as to 
the extraordinary events which had 
marked the passage of the Tariff, its 
probable effects on the prosperity of 
our own State, and the irritation it was 
well calculated to occasion at home.— 
We all appeared to be under a very 
high degree of excitement at this new 
act of injustice against o'ur constituents, 
which had been marked by circumstan- 
ces of unkindness, not to say bad faith, 
on the part of some of our political 
friends, which filled us with indignation 
and dismay. In the course of a very 
animated conversation, I averred, that, 
as for my part, I had resolved the mo- 
ment the Bill was engrossed, and the fi- 
nal question decided, to address a letter 
to thf 'Speaker, to inform him that I 
had vacated my seat, and that I should 
not return again to witness the remon- 
strances of my constituents insulted, 
and their Interests trampled upon, un- 
less specially instructed by them to re- 
sume my duties, and that I felt certain 
that they would sustain me in this 
course ; that I considered the South to 
be, in substance, on this question of tax- 
ation, without any representation, and 
the form might as well be dispensed 
with." I recollect distinctly, Col. Dray- 
ton, as well as some others of my col- 
leagues, thought this _ step would be 
wrong; but, nevertheless, my mind was, 
at that timer so perfectly made up to a- 
dopt it, that it was a subject of anxious 
concern with Col.Drayton,Gen Hayne, 
Mr. M'Duffie, and Mr. Martin, to in- 
duce me to relinquish this measure ; for 
which purpose they had interviews 
with me the- succeeding morning after 
our meeting. 
My great respect- for 


their opinions, and I trust, no slight 
consideration of the unpleasant situa- 
tion in which they might have been 
placed, If this strong measure on my 
part had met with general approbation 
at home, induced me to relinquish it. — 
I deny that I submitted any proposition- 
for the government of the conduct of 
my colleagues touching this suggestion, 
which was for the guidance of myself, 
because it would have been an act of 
presumption of which I trust I am in- 
capable; besides, it was a point of deli- 
cacy and duty which each member was 
to settle for himself, although I am 
free to avow, that, without the South 
makes up its Issue with the General 
Government by some such strong act, 
it will continue without any limitation, 
to'be insulted and oppressed. 


Sdly. After ascertaining that an u- 


nanimous concurrence could not be 
procured of all the Southern members 
in the protest against the Tariff, we a- 
greed to abandon this expedient, and 
on our return home, to correspond with 
each other as to the "precise extent of 
the excitement existing in our several 
districts, which we would endeavor to 
allay, until the termination of the Pres- 
idential question; as we believed that 
one of the principal objects of the coali- 
tion was to drive the South into some 
act of violence, which might subserve 
the election of Mr. Adams. That after 
this election was over, we were perfect- 
ly satisfied that public sentiment should 
take Its own direction, and if we found, 
that to our consti Juenis, or to the mem- 
bers of the Stale Legislature, it would 
be satisfactory thai we should meet at 
Columbia at the commencement of its 
session — ue would there assemble. — 
This, however, was to form a subject 
for future advisement and decision, by 
correspondence. It Is not the fact that 
ihe object of our meeting at Columbia 
•«vas "to devise some plats of action for 
the State Government," but merely to 
give to ihe members of our State Leg- 
islature, such information of the char- 
acter., bearing, and tendency of the Tu- 
niT. as they migiu desire to possess, and

But if they did rccruitan army 


from the power looms of the manufac- 
turers, to force their infernal tariff clown 
our throats, that I did not believe that 
our natural allies in Virginia or North 
Carolina would permit them to pass 
through their territories ; but if they 
did, 
I had great reliance on the spirit 


of a free and gallant people, and in the 
holy enthusiasm of a just cause ; and if 
our altars and firesides were invaded, 
we would have to meet our invaders 
like men, and I had very little doubt we 
would re-act, with considerable im- 
provements, the victories of the 10th of 
June, Eutaw and Cowpens. 
So far 


from my considering this as a matter of 
reproach, I now re-assert it as my sol- 
emn belief and conviction ; and if there 
Is a miscreant so base as to accuse me 
of treason, because I will not consent to 
depreciate either the spirit or resources 
of my native State, 1 shall leave him in 
possession of his peculiar and exclusive 
patriotism, with a comfortable portion 
of my scorn and contempt. But that 
these remarks were intended either to 
urge the necessity, or even to counte- 
nance the propriety, of a separation of 
the States, I positivelydeny. 
No such 


proposition was considered^ and hence 
the statement which Mr. Mitchell has 
given of tUr M'Duffie'"s opinions, is rad- 
ically cironeous. I feel authorized, in 
the absence of that gentleman, to state, 
that, whilst he concurred, I believe, in 
most of the sentiments I expressed, he 
did not say "that he considered a sepa- 
ration of the state from the Union'5 as 
the only remedy, or that he "was pre- 
pared to go all lengths." 
He certainly 


did remark, that he believed a dissolu- 
tion of the Union inevitable, if the Pro- 
hibitory- System was the settled policy 
of the country, and further said that he 
did not doubt the ability of South' Car- 
olina to sustain herself. He did not 
say that whenever his constituents 
"failed to support his exact views, he 
would abandon them,3' but, he said 
what" was greatly to his honor, of which 
I have a most distinct recollection, that. 
if his constituents were prepared ,to 
submit to the infamous system, which 
in effect was making them paupers and 
slaves, that they would have to find 
some other Representative than hirn- 
scli, for he could not consent to come 
there to be a passive witness of the in- 
sults and oppressions which were heap- 
ed upon them. 


These are all the material facts which 


I recollect, excepting one, which Is es- 
sentially material, that, during . the 
whole of chcse conclaves, which Mr.

the portentous suggestion which I made 
of my willingness "to come home,'' not 
one v.'drd had he to offer, but left, accor- 
ding to his own showing, the whole task 
of "putting down" to my friend Colonel 
Drayton.

and inyself — one of unbounded confi- 
dence. and. I am proud to say, of unin- 
terrupted friendship - rendered the 
putting down process necessary, I 
leave to those who know us both to de- 
termine. 
But to return: such was the 


apparent cordiality with which Mr. 
Mitchell entered into all our feelings.

Our feelings upon this subject, 


have been awakened, by the following 
description of what must have been a 
heart-touching scene, to those posses- 
sing the common feelings of humanity, 
who witnessed it. It was the execution 
of a negro slave, CHRISTIAN SHARP, at 
Washington, Pa. on the 21st ult. con- 
victed of the murder of his master, w ho 
was carrying him to the South, we be- 
lieve, to sell him—and convicted on 
circumstantial evidence only. 
The 


"Reporter," after detailing all the pre- 
parations for execution, the parade of 
military, and the final adieus, presents 
us with the following awful scene, 
\\ hich has called forth our remai ks : 


"The Sheriff then adjusted the cord 


on his neck, and having cut the rope 
supporting the drop, Christian swung 
off; the cord instantly broke, and he 
fell to the ground ! Rising immedi- 
ately to his feet, and being a little re- 
covered from the shock, he implored 
for mercy. 


"He was soon helped up the ladder, 


the drop again raised and secured, the 
cord spliced, and poor Christian repla- 
ced in his first position.

Frankfort to the 9th, 
saying, that it was a current report on 
change that day, that the siege of Var- 
na was raised, and that the Russian Ar- 
my was in full retreat to the Danube 
Previous accounts from that fortress 
via Odessa, spoke of its reduction with 
confidence, and it was reported that the 
Captain Pacha had offered to retire, il 
he could be allowed to do it unmolested. 
This report was believed by none in 
London; but on the contrary, that the 
Russian army before that place, was 
in a wretched condition. The Turks 
are now on the offensive, and Hussein 
Bey, at the head of 70,000 men, is in full 
pursuit on their retreat from Shoumla.

is said that, in consequence of a sortie 
by the garrison of Silislria, which was 
25,000 men strong, the army of Gcn. 
Roih, besieging thai place, has been to- 
tally beaten and dispersed, li is added, 
lhat whatever pan fell not into ihe 
hands of ihe TurLs has sought ils safe- 
ty in flighl, leaving thirty pieces of can- 
non behind, and that it was not till even- 
ing that the troops could K-; rallied.— 
The Turks have destroyed all the 
works of the Russians; so that there is 
no chance of even dreaming to re-com- 
mence the siege. On account of this 
check, Gen. Roth has been dismissed 
from his command, as U is asserted.— 
However, as ihe dived communica- 
tions with Varna, by way of Choumla, 
are interrupted, these statements seem j 
lo require coiifirmation.

Exclusive of the bridges over the 


Danube, which the Turks possess at 
Giurgevo and Silistria, they have like- 
wise other passages, near Seninitz and 
elsewhere, where they fortify them- 
selves without any opposition. It is 
Ib'/j-eiWe, to be feared, that as the Rus- 
sian army has not a single point of 
retreat near Jsakichka, the Turks will 
push into the principalities upon seve- 
ral points, and lay that country waste, 
in such a manner as to render it impos- 
sible, or at least very hazardous, to 
seek winter quarters in the principali- 
ties. The boldest minds are struck 
with sinister presentiments. 


Notes upon the seat of War between Turkey 


and Russia. 


The Balkan mountains, which extend 


from the Euxine or Black Sea in the 
East, to the Adriatic in the West, a dis- 
tance of 500 miles, are the same with 
the ancient Hsemus. The passes of 
this great range of mountains, through 
which the Russians must pass to reach 
Constantinople, are the scenes of the 
present conflict. 
I n former Wars, Rus- 


sia has never penetrated the Balkan, 
and the last accounts render it probable 
that the march of the invader will a- 
gain be arrested at this point. 


Shumla or Choumla, a celebrated for- 


tress, is situated in the northern terrace 
of the Balkan, 120 miles, em/y,N. N. W. 
of Constantinople. This town famous 
for withstanding and repulsing the 
Russians in 1810, has become still more 
memorable by the events of the present 
War. 
T*he Russians sat down before 


it on the 28th July, and the latest advi- 
ces left them, still engaged in its siege 
and roughly handled by the climate and 
desperate sorties of the Turks. 
The 


town contains 60,000 inhabitants — 
glitters with domes and minarets, and 
is powerfully fortified. 
Hussein Pacha 


the most celebrated of the Turkish 
Generals, commands the Garrison com- 
posed of 100,000 men, and employing 
5000 cannon. 


Ternova, formerly the capital of Bul- 


garia, commands another pass of the 
Balkan, east of Choumla, and the roads 
leading upon Adrianople. 


The third.important pass of the Bal- 


kan chain, is commanded by the forti- 
fied town of Sophia, the ancient Triad- 
itze, by the Emperor Justinian. 
The 


roads from Constantinople to Venice 
and to Hungary, lead through Sophia. 
These three places command the pas- 
ses of Mount Haemus. 


Varna, now blockaded by the Rus- 


sians, is on the Black Sea in the prov- 
ince of Bulgaria. 
It is a powerful for- 


tress and a great port. Here the Hun- 
garians were defeated in 1444, Avith 
great slaughter, and the loss of their 
King Ladislaus IV. 


Ismail, a celebrated fortress on the 


northern bank of the Danube, in the 
province of Moldavia, the ancient Da- 
cia. Here the Turks and the Russians 
have often met in battle. Ismail Avas 
taken by Suwarrow in 1796. Sung by 
Byron in Don Juan. 


The Russians have left many strong 


defences in the rear, imitating the sys- 
tem of Napoleon, by pushing heavy 
masses into the heart of a country, and 
leaving garrisons, their communica- 
tions with the centre being cut off. to 
fall 
of themselves. 
Whether 
this 


course Avill be pursued in the case of 
Choumla, is a problem which now in- 
terests the attention of the world. 


Various roads lead into Constantino- 


ple from the different passes of the Bal- 
kan. It is supposed, that if Choumla is 
masked or taken, the Russians Avill take 
the route to Constantinople along the 
shores of the Euxine, for the conve- 
nience of communication with their 
leet. This route leaves Adrianople, 
the capital of Roumelia, to the right. 
and besides the convenience mentioned 
above, has the additional one of inter- 
posing no forlress lo impede their ad- 
vance. 


All accounts agree that the force, zeal 


and resolution of the Turks, Avereniuch 
underrated. 
The Standard of the 


Prophet once raised, and we believe the 
copulation of Turkey, like that of 
France al the cry of Liberty in 1792, will 
isc en masse and overwhelm the inva- 
ders.

TRAGIC AFFAIR. 


An occurrence of an awful and pain- 


ful nature took place about half past 2 
o'clock yesterday in the boarding house, 
No. 25, William - street, occupied by 
Mrs. Ursula Newman. 
While the 


boarders Avere at dinner, a man named 
Richard Johnson, entered the room 
with a child in his arms, and locked 
the door after him. Putting the key in 
his pocket, he approached Mrs. New- 
man, and, after some conversation with 
her, which we are unable to relate, she 
endeavored to take the child from him, 
in which she succeeded, and called out 
to a female who was in the room, to o- 
pen the door, but being informed that 
the door was locked and Johnson had 
the key, she immediately ran to the 
window, which she hoisted and jump- 
ed out on the platform, and ran into the ' 
back parlor or sitting room. Johnson j 
immediately followed her, and Avhile i 
she was sitting on the sofa, fired a pis- 
tol at her, the contents of which lodged j 
in her left arm. 
The ruffiau then fled 


from the room and ran up stairs, Avhere 
he re-loaded the pistol. In about three 
minutes he returned and came into the 
room, threatening to shoot any person 
who should interfere. Those who were 
present Averc so much paralyzed by the 
menaces of the wretch, that they ofier- 
cd no positive resistance, when he a- 
gain took delibcrale aim and fired at his 
unfortunate victim- 


Owing lo the pistol being heavily 


chargcd, il burst in his hand, and the 
fragments flew in every direction. He 
Avas, however, so near lo the object of 
his revenge, thai she received a portion 
of ils contents in her right breast, and 
one of her daughters, a young woman 
about 19 years of age, who was suppor- 
ting her molher, had her left hand 
dreadfully lacerated by ihe bursting of 
ihe pistol. 
One of Johnson's hands 


was also very much sballcrcd- 
After 


discharging ihe pistol ihe second lime, 
be attempted io escape, bu5 he Avas for- 
tunately secured and carried lo Brldc- 


Mrs. NcAvmau, died on Saturday, be- 


iwcen eievcn and twelve o'clock. A. M. 
Amputation has been performed upoti 
ihe arm of Johnson, her murderer. 


It is staled in a New York paper, 


thai ihe mediate cause of Johnson's aci 
was a refusal on ihe purl of Mrs. New- 
man, lo ackuoAvlcdge as theirs a child 
about two years old, which he had 
just brought from ihc couniry.
